BUYS GROUND FOR 
$20,000,000 PLANT 


Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany Will Erect Greatest 
of Electric Stations on 
the North Branch. 


BUSINESS GROWS FAST. 


On 109 Acre Tract Twelve Tur- 
bines Will Be Installed, Giv- 


ing Total of 650,000 
Horse Power. 


Additional plants that will enable the Com- 

monwealth Edison company to generate 680. 
000 horse power of electrical current are to 
be erected in the northwest side of the city. 
The new stations, which will be much larger 
than any now in existence, are to be located 
on 100 acres of ground just bought for the 
purpose. The plants will represent an ulti- 
mate investment of about $20,000,000. 

The company now has, at its two stations 
on the south branch of the river, at Fisk and 
Quarry streets, the greatest steam electrical 
plants known, with a capacity of 800,000 
horge power, from ten turbines of 18,000 
horse power each and six with an average 
of 21,000 each. Great as these stations are, 
the new ones will surpass them, with an 
ultimate of twelve turbines of 90,000 horse 
power each. 

In announcing its new plane yesterday, 
the company stated that two of the turbines 
would be built at once, orders having been 
given for the machinery already. These en- 
gines will give 60,000 horse power, which the 
company expects to be available within two 
years. Probably one of the great engines 


will be generating electricity before this year |} 


ends. 

As the needs of the company demand added 
equipment will be built and installed, until 
the whole is in place. This, it is believed will 
be in from five to eight years. As indicative 


ot the growth of the demand for electrical 


current in Chicago, the Commonwealth Edi- 
son business has doubled every three years 
for twelve years past. 


Details of the Purchases. 


The new purchases of the company extend 
west from the north branch of the river just 
above Roscoe street. From the heirs of 
Joseph Bickerdike the principal purchase 
was made, including fifty-nine acres lying 
between Roscoe and Addison streets on the 
south and north, the north branch of the 
Chicago river on the east, and Whipple street 
and Biston avenue on the west.

President Insull Tells Plans. 


Samuel Iusull, president of the Common- 
wealth Edison company, said of the purchase 
and plans of the company: 

„We have bought the property for the 
purpose of building two new generating sta- 
tions, in which six turbines will be installed 
in each station, or twelve in all. In the first 
station there will be six turbines, each having 
a capacity of about 80,000 horsepower, or 
180,000 horsepower in all. 

“We are building these stations for the 
natural growth of the business in that part 
of the city, erecting one station immediately, 
and just as soon as the growth of the bust 
ness demands it we will erect a second sta- 
tion with about the same capacity. 

“We have had in mind the requirements of 
the future, and while in all probability we 
will have 60,000 horsepower turbines’ in oper- 
ation within two years, it will be some years 
before we will have the entire plant com- 
pleted.” 

The purchase of the site hardly had been 
closed before orders were given for the con- 
struction of the first two generators. The 
contract for them was placed in the after- 
noon with the General Blectric company.

“This whole proceeding was instigated by 
Van Vlissingen, Attorney Lessing Rosen- 
thal, counsel. for. the creditors, said, *‘as 
spite work because his wife has filed a bill 
for divorce.” 

Van Viissingen’s appearance was in answer 
to a writ issued by Judge Landis, in order 
that the prisoner might confer with attor- 
neys regarding his testimony before the case, 
which had been set for March 15, was called. 

Van Viissingen, accompanied by a deputy 
warden, arrived in Chicago about 9 o'clock 
in the morning and was taken into Judge 
Landis’ courtroom, where he remained until 
the continuance was granted on account of 
the illnese of Attorney Frank H. Scott, who 
represents the creditors.

The only member of the committee who did 
not vote to defer action on the pending bill 
was Representative Englebright of Call- 
fornia, who said he was convinced Mr. 
Peary had discovered the pole. Bates of 
Pennsylvania, heretofore considered a sup- 
porter of Peary, offered the resolution. 

Macon Is Skeptical. 

“TIT confess Iam exceedingly skeptical about 
Mr. Peary's ever having discovered the pole,“ 
declared Representative Macon, and I am 
going to protest against any honor being 
conferred upon him by congress until he has 
established beyond a reasonable doubt that 
he did discover it.“ 

Macon expressed himself as being indig- 
nant at the thought of being called upon as 
a representative of the American people to 
confer a high honor upon any one of its 
citizens in the dark.“ All legislation by 
congress, he said, ought to be open and 
above board. 

Macon Points to “Discrepancy.” 

Macon said he wanted to direct attention to 
one “discrepancy in Mr. Peary’s story.” 
This was the speed the explorer declared he 
made from the time Capt. Bartlett left him 
until he reached the pole. Peary said that 
for five days he made 26.4 miles a day, but 
Macon said this appeared singular in view 
of the fact that the Peary party had made 
— 4 9.06 miles a day up to the time Bartlett 
left. 

“The astonishing part of Mr. Peary’s 
statement,“ said Macon, “is the number of 
miles he traveled every day after Bartlett 
left him, and when no white man was with 
him as witness, his only companion being his 
negro valet and four Eskimos.”’

The signing of these measures followed the 
clearing of the governor's desk of other bills. 
He signed the following measures: 

Senate bill 53, providing for primary 
elections for the nomination of members 
of the geenral assembly and senatoriai 
committeemen. 

Senate bill 46, providing for the estab- 
lishment of three fire fighting stations in 
Illinois. The stations are to be estab- 
lished for the fighting of fires in coal 
mines. 

Senate bill 26, F...4d museum bill. 

House bill 46, providing for the con- 
struction by cities of less than 100,000 
population of outlet sewers. 

House bill 43, an enabling act, provid- 
ing for the adoption by cities of the com- 
mission form of government. 

Immediately after signing these bills the 
governor went to Galesburg to speak at a 
Swedish Republican meeting.

CORN OYSTERS.—Mix one-half can corn, yolk 
of one egg. and a little salt, add two tablespoons 
of flour mixed with one level teaspoon baking 
powder. Lastly and just before baking fold in the 
beaten white of the egg. Bake on hot griddle 
as pancakes. They should be the size of oysters. 

BAKED CUSTARD.—Cream two tablespoons 
sugar with yolks of two eggs, add two cups milk 
and a little vanilla. Put in custard cups and bake 
until firm. Be careful not to bake too long. To 
the well beaten whites add a little sugar and put 
on top of custard. Return to oven and brown. 

COFFEE.—Put two heaping tablespoons of coffee 
in top of drip coffee pot or percolator, having five 
cups of cold water in lower part of pot. Boll until 
coffee is right color. Pour some in cup and pour 
over coffee grounds. Serve with cream poured 
from top of quart bottle, having a half cup or gill.

Student of Politics Says It Is the 
Overshadowing Issue. 


LECTURES HERE TONIGHT. 


Declares Even Question of Suffrage 
Is in Background. 


The cost of living is the queetion of the hour 
in England, as it is in the United States, ac- 
cording to Miss Elizabeth Hewes, who is to 
lecture this afternoon at 5116 Washington 
avenue. She will speak on the program of the 
Liberal party in Great Britain. Mies Hewes 
is a on woman and has spent much of 
her time in Durapean countries. 


“The decay of England's economic en- 
‘ elency rather than the question of the budget 


is the cause of anxiety.to English statee men 


now.“ said Miss Hewes in an interview last 


night. ‘‘ The question that is in the minds of 
all is not ‘ the tariff or the budget, which?’ 
that has been the dispute throughout the last 
election, but will either the tariff or the 
budget save England?’ 


Problem of the Unemployed. 

“Out of a population of 40,000,000 in Eng- 
land, 12,000 000 are in want. There are 
3,000,000 unemployed men. There is a note 
of despair under all the discussions. It is 
realized that England is being undersold in 
the markets of the world by both the United 
States and Germany, and no way is seen 
for Great Britain successfully to compete 
with either. 

The Liberal program is complicated by 
the party’s unexplainable losses in the gen- 
eral election. With the most popular issue 
that amy government ever went to the public 
within times of peace its majority was 
reduced to 121, a small majorfty in the Eng- 
lish commons, and one that is at the mercy 
of the Irish Nationalists. The Irish party 
has declared neytrality on the budget, but 
the fear that it will take sides is in the hearts 
of the Liberal leaders. 


Stand of House of Lords. 

“The house of lords has declared that it 
win fight the budget to the end. Its insist- 
ence on a tariff as the only hope for England 
is illustrative of the demoralization of the 
public mind in Great Britain, for free trade 
has been a religion in English legislation.“ 

Leaders of the suffragettes, according to 
Miss Hewes, are regretting that their activi- 
ttes have been commenced during a public 
crisis.

Election of New York Senate 
Leader Splits the Party. 


HUGHES: IS WITH LATTER. 


Some Say Only Roosevelt Can Restore 
Harmony to Ranks. 


Albany, N. T., March 9,—Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff, chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee, arrived tonight and took charge of 
the fight against the’efforts of United States 
Senator Root to whip the Republican sena- 
tors into line on the election of Noot’s can- 
didate for senate majority leader.

Mr. Woodruff attended Senator Flatt's fu- 
neral at Owego today and came from there 
with William Barnes Jr, one of the governor's 
opponents. ‘I'he situation tonight resolved 
itself into a fight with Woodruff and Barnes 
against Root and Hughes, backed by the 
administration at Washington. 


. @obb Sticks to Fight. 

Senator Cobb of Watertown, whose selec- 
tion as majority leader seemed certain until 
Root advocated Hinman, tonight insisted he 
was still in the fight. 

Indications are that no candidate will have 
enough votes in the conference tomorrow 
night to assure election. According to the 
claims of the three camps the Republican 
senators stand as follows: 

For Cobb, 15; for Hinman, 13; for Davis, 4; 
doubtful, 1. Necessagy to election, 17. 

The situation has undergone so swift a 
change in thelast twenty-four hours that the 
most experienced politicians confess them- 
selves at sea.

Brief Contends That Levy Amounts to

Officials Audit Bills, but Har- 
ahan Says Slight Mistakes 
Are Not Graft. 


MAKES ITS OWN REPAIRS. 


President Says Road changes 
System Because Equipment 
Work Is Lighter. 


Illinois Central . refused 
to discuss the developments of the graft in- 
vestigation which has been instituted in 
connection with the repairing and equipment 
of cars. 

President Harahan, who at first said there 
was no foundation for the report that an 
investigation was under way, admitted that 
an inquiry into the repair bills of the Oster- 
mann Manufacturing company had been car- 
ried on for some time. 

** When we heard of a man with whom we 
had been doing business burning up $50 
bills we naturally became spicious he 
said. We immediately had a careful check 
made of our repair and equipment bills. Such 
bills are always carefully audited, but in 
this case we were unusually careful and de- 
veloped nothing beyond slight overcharges. 
such as happen in the ordinary course of 
business. There are possibilities of slight 
mistakes in such bills with the most careful 
system of checking, but we have satisfied 
ourselves that no graft exists. 


Losses Do Not Materialize. 

“In any, event our losses could not have 
amounted to anything ke the large sums 
mentioned, as we have had cars repaired at 
half a dozen different shops and our total 
business with one concern could not have 
been enormously large. We have no facts or 
evidence beyond idle gossip which seemed to 
warrant inyestigation, but which has de- 


' veloped nothing.”’ 


Mr. Harahan said that all cars of the IIII- 
nois Central are now being repaired at the 
company’s own shops, but insisted that no 
significance should be attached to this, for 
the reason that repairs are lighter at this 
season of the year. 

Henry C. Ostermann, the former head of 
the West Pullman company, who is said to 
have given the first tip of the presence of 
graft to the Illinois Central officials, could 
not be found during the day. At his resi- 
dence it was said that he is in Florida. 


Inspectors Watch Repairs. 


One official of the railroad said that there 
always was 4 tendency on the part of shop 
employés, €specially those working on thes 
plecework system, to make too many repairs 
to a car, and that this would result in ex- 
cessive payments to the company performing 
the work. An inspector of the railroad com- 
pany is stationed at the shop, however. to 
check up on this, and the work is again 
checked by the car foreman of the railroad, 
he said. The average cost of repairs to a 
Car in the course of a year was placed at 
about $70. 

Railroad officials have given the matter of 
car repairing a great deal of attention at 
conventions of their various organizations, 
but without reaching a satisfactory conclu- 
sion as to means for preventing the evils that 
prevail. 

A. J. Davidson, formerly president of the 
Frisco railroad, who was reported to have 
been slated to succeed Mr. Harahan as presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central, was seen at the 
Congress hotel during the day. There 
is no truth to the report,“ he declared. I

is of the opinion that the woman was asphyx- 
lated by Iluminating gas. Capt. Harding of 
the Shakspeare avenue police station’ be- 
lieves the woman smothered to death. 

Late in the afternoon the woman's hus- 
band, Gustave Zoll, and his two sons, Gue- 
tave Jr. and Emil, were taken into custody 
and questioned. They were not held, how- 
ever. The inquest has been continued until 
March 18 in order to collect more evidence. 


Both Went Home Intoxicated. 

Zoll says he and his wife went to a saloon 
at West North avenue and Mohawk street 
Tuesday night and remained there several 
hours drinking. He asserted they were well 
under the influence of liquor when they left 
the place and started home and that he doesn't 
remember anything from the time he arrived 
at the house until aroused and told that his 
wife was dead. 

The body was found by Emil Zoll. Hesaid 
he found the woman, fully clothed, across 
the bed and his father on the floor asleep. 
He said he was not sure whether the gas 
was burning. He then called his brother. 

„My stepmother was lying with her face 
in a pillow on the bed and my father was 
lying on the floor,” said Gustave Zoll. I 
stepped over my father and took hold of my 
stepmother’s hand to wake her up. I found 
her hand cold and became scared and called 
my father. ) 


Carried Father Into Room. 

“He would not answer, and I shook him 
and tried to wake him up, but I couldn't. So 
I carried him into a rear room and called 
Dr. Hollison. He told me that my step- 
mother was dead and that my father was 
very sick. 

Jam sure that the gas was burning in 
the room and am sure that there was no odor 
of gas. I called Louis Green, 2856 Campbell 
avenue, Rudolph Wren, 2925 Elston avenue, 
and the police after the doctor told me my 
stepmother was dead. Green and Wren are 
good friends of ours and they got there the 
same time the police did and they ali yaw 
for themselves just how she was lying on 
the bed.”’

Mention Hurburgh and Kjellander. 

While no direct indorsements of candidates 
for state offices were given today, the plat- 
form cémmended the legislative record of 
several members of the league. Applause 
was accorded the sentiment that John Kjel- 
lander, new p ent of the league, is de- 
serving of hicher honors, having reference to 
his candidacy for state treasurer. There has

The brief contends that the corporatéjn tax 
is a direct tax and if not held as such it is 
an excise tax apportioned without regard to 
the uniformity commanded by the constitu- 
tion. It further is contended that the tax 
amounts to an income tax on those individ- 
uals composin g a corporation, whose divi- 
dende are lessened by its application. The 
tax, t is asserted, also puts the government 
in the position of interfering with the privi- 
leges of the states to grant franchises to cor- 
porations.. 

The publicity section, it is argued, violates 
the fourth and fifth amendments to the con- 
stitution by compelling corporations to dis- 
close secrete necessary to their welfare.

McGoorty Says Bar Associa- 
tion Banquet Is N ot Fare- 
well to Former J urist. 


ATTACKS HIGH TRIBUNAL 


Hiram T. Gilbert Criticises Su- 
preme Court for Decision 
on the Parole Law. 


John P. MecGoorty, former Democratic 
leader of the legislature, refused to consider 
the bar association's complimentary ban- 
quet to former Judge Francis Adams in the 
nature of a farewell last night, intimating 
that the recently defeated judge again would 
be a candidate for the bench and again might 
sit in the Appellate court. Mr. Adams’ atti- 
tude in refusing to campaign for himeelf at 
the last election was held up as the model at- 
titude for judges. 

At the banquet Judge Jesse Holdom offered 
suggestions for the relief of the Appellate 
court docket and former Judge Hiram T. 
Gilbert attacked the Supreme court because 
of the decisions in the parole law and the 

law. 

The declaration of McGoorty, which was 
taken by the attorneys as a declaration that 
Mr. Adams would again be a candidate, was 
the only assertion of political significance at 
the meeting. It followed a eulogy upon 
the work of Mr. Adams which was delivered 
by H. S. McCartney. 


Denies It Is Farewell. 


“I do not look upon this appearance of for- 
mer Judge Adams as a farewell address.“ 
said Mr. Medoorty. Some of the ot] fr 
members of the bar have been speaking as if 
it were. There ie no reason to think of it in 
that ght, and though he did not go out in 
automobiles and fight for reélection, thus let- 
ting the office lose its charm, he is too good 
a man for the bench of this community to be 
heard at a farewell address. 

The attack of former Judge Gilbert upon 
the Supreme court was made in support of 
his bill to reform the system of the courts 
which has been presented to the légisidture 
and which has met with opposition on the 
part of other lawyers. 

Board of managers, you are not doing 
the right thing in opposing this bill,“ he said. 
“When one man has devoted a year and a 
half of his time and $6,000 in money to the 
study of a system of reform of practice it 
should not be thrown down 80 quickly. There 
are doubtless Changes necessary in the bill, 
but they will be made as it progresses. 


Urges Continuous Session. 

There should be at least five judges of the 
Supreme court in continuous gession at 
Springfield except for a vacation during the 
months of July and August. They should 
be on hand at all times attending to business. 
They now spend about ninety days at Spring- 
field each year. 

“I would suggest that the primary law 
was submitted to the Supreme court during 
the February term in 1908, and the justices 
heard oral arguments. When those justices 
went out they were ready to vote upon it, or 
they should have been. The legislature was 
then in session and ready to enact a new law 
if that one was declared unconstitutional. 
What did they do? They held their opinion 
under consideration until the people had held 
the spring elections, and one of their own 
number had been elected, and then over- 
threw the law. Then it was necessary to call 
the present special session, which will cost 
$100,000. 

I would call your attention to the recent 
decision in parole law. For ten years 
the Supreme court had been affirming judg- 
ments under that law and sending men to 
the penitentiary. Recently they declared it 
unoonstitutional. ‘The decision raised the 
devil, and the seven judges came to Chicago 
and signed an order in vacation, staying pro- 
ceedings. No judge now trying a case in 
court will know until April or June whether 
we have a parole law or not. If the Supreme 
court had been in session or accessible we 
would have known in ten days. 


Says It Is Not Criticism. 


“IT am not criticising the Supreme court, 
but it would be a good thing if we could have 
three real lawyers in the conference room 
of the Supreme court.“ 

Judge Jesse Holdom advocated as reforms 
for the relief of the Apellate court that sec- 
tion 17 of the act establishing it, as originally 
passed, be restored, reducing the number of 
written opinions; that a second branch court 
be established; that the method proposed in 
the Gilbert bill to recast the law of procedure 
and practice and remodel and reform the ad- 
ministration of justice be adopted; and that 
cases be limited to one review, the important 
cases going directly to the Supreme court and 
the minor cases to the appellate courts.”

NEGRO, HANGED HIGH BY NECK, 
FOOLS MOB, BUT NOT FOR LONG. 


Preacher Who Attacked Policeman Is 
Strung Up and Holds Rope Off Neck 
with Hands—Finally Is Killed. 


Greenwood, Miss., March 9.—[Special.]— 
Strung up by the neck by a mob after he had 
assaulted a policeman, Henry Wallace, a 
negro preacher, held himself up by the hands 
for twenty-four minutes. fooling the mob 
and averting strangulation. * 

Finally, however, his ruse was discovered, 
and some one in the mob jumped up and 
grabbed his heels. The rope broke and 
Wallace was thrown to the ground. He died 
an hour later. 

The lynching of the negro followed an at- 
tempt on the part of Patrolman Slack to col- 
lect a small debt which he said the negro 
owed him. Wallace refused to pay and a 
dispute followed. The patrolman is alleged 
to have drawn his revolver and fired every 
chamber at the negro. 

When the patrolman's gun was emptied the 
negro grabbed the policeman by the throat, 
threw him to the ground, and ran off. Then 
followed his capture and lynching.

If 
prohibition is declared it will deprive the ho- 
tels, restaurants, and clubs of the right to 
serve guests any liquid refreshments other 
than soft drinks. 

“The mayor states the city would lose 
over §7,000,000 annually from revenue. Pro- 
hibitionists respond that there would be a 
saving of $80,000,000 annually now spent in 
strong drink. This is not true. With pré- 
hibition persons will buy liquors in larger 
quantities from other cities, diverting money 
to merchants elsewhere.“ 


Both Seek Restaurant Vote. 


The wets and “ drys" now are bend- 
ing their energies to get the support of the 
hotel.and restaurant proprietors. Both sides 
are sending out literature appealing for con- 
tributions.

SEVERAL ARRESTS ARE NEAR | 
IN INSURANCE SWINDLES., 


Minneapolis and St. Paul, Field of 
Fraud Syndicate, Is Being Searched— 
Woman May Be Takenas Conspirator. 


Minneapolis, Minn., March 9.—[Special. ]— 
At least $1,500,000 Is involved in the fraternal 
insurance swindles which have been per- 
petrated in the Twin Cities during the last 
two years, according to John A. Hartigan, 
state insurance commissioner, and the attor- 
neys connected with the investigation now 
under way. 

The arrests of six men and possibly one 
woman who are said to compose the fraud 
syndicate are promised not later than next 
Wednesday, and nearly 100 policy holders 
will be cited to appear and show why they 
should not be prosecuted for fraud. 

“ Policy holders are not believed to be 
guilty in many cases. Some of them did not 
know what they were doing when they ap- 
plied for policies, falsely stating their ages, 
Often, as the attorneys for the insurance or- 
ders are willing to admit, the policy holders 
did not know their own ages. 

In explaining his statement as to the ex- 
tent of the swindles, Hartigan said today: 

“This amount of money will not be lost 
by anybody. It means that there is that 
much on the books of ten companies which 
should not be there, the policies havin ing been 
taken out fraudulently.”’

They did every- 
thing they could to make things pleasant 
for me. I never felt that Mr. Asquitb ob- 
jected to our acquaintance and I am sure 
he did not. 


Denies Influence Over Wife. 

“I never talked with Mrs. Asquith in pri- 
vate, and, as for having exerted undue influ- 
ence over her, that would be ridiculous. Mrs. 
Asquith was well known as Dorothy Tennant 
and any one who ever knew her realized 
what an able and clever woman she is.

STIRS ALL FRANCE 


Official’s Alleged $2,000,000 
Steal Blow to the Govern- 
ment’s Election Chances. 


WOMAN NAMED IN CASE. 


Other Arrests Predicted in Big 
Scandal Involving Reli- 
gious Properties. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March ¥.—Revelations following 
the arrest of M. Duez, judicial trustee of 
the Tribunal of the Seine, and formerly 
liquidator of the properties of dispossessed 
religious organizations, who is charged with 
the embezzlement of $1,000,000, have caused 
@ great sensation in France. 

It is predicted that they will have a dis- 
astrous effect on the government’s chances 
in the coming elections. There is indigna- 
tion in many quarters that the property 
wrested from the religious bodies, which in 
many cases was devoted to relieving the ne- 
cessities of the sick and poor, should have 
been allowed, as is charged, to be frittered 
away in @peculation and dissipation. 

According to the newspapers Duez's de- 
falcations now prove to be nearer $2,000,000 
than $1,000,000. It is said the money was 
in nowise all lost in bourse transactions. 
Some of it was invested in real estate by 
Duez for his own benetit, it is alleged. 


Say Woman Got Large Sums. 
It is declared also that he lavished immense 


sums on Mile. Peirie, a notorious and beau- 


tiful demi-mondaine. Many invoices of jew- 
els were found among his papers. ‘hese and 
other gifts to Mile. Peirie in the last few 
months are said to have amounted to $1z,- 
000. Duez also maintained a villa on the 
Riviera. 

The details of his alleged treatment of 
the church property make amazing reading. 
There is much talk of other arrests. it 
seems, according to the allegations, Duez 
shared his plunder with unscrupulous law- 
yers and others. 

The Republican press finds no words ef 


excuse for the disgraced official and lay 


much of the responsibility for the condition 
of affairs upon the immense amount of 
Work assigned to a single liquidator. At the 
same time the papers accord the government 
praise for exposing the scandal on the eve 
of the general elections. 


Opposition Press Gleeful. 

The Catholic and Royalist opposition press 
manifests glee over the exposure, which, 
they declare, confirms the suspicions long 
entertained that the property of the 
churches, monasteries, and convents ex- 
propriated by the state, instead of furnishing 
$200,000,000 for old age pensions and other 
socia} reforms, had disappeared into the 
pockets of politicians. 

The L’ Action Francaise remarks cynically: 

„ Duez being charged by the government 
to steal the church's property can hardly be 
blamed for taking a part of the booty for 
himself. 

The cabinet considered the affair today 
and decided to detail auditors from the min- 
istry of finance to inspect all of the accounts, 
and to place an inspector from the ministry 
at the disposition of the court which is in- 
vestigating Duez. The latter’s house has 
been searched and his safe deposit box at his 
bank placed under seals.

LORDS’ OWN PLAN OF REFORM 


Possession of Peerage in Itself Should 
Not Afford Right to Vote in Chamber, 
Rosebery’s Idea. 


LONDON, March 9.—When Lord Rosebery 
On Monday launches his plan for the refor- 
mation of the house of lords he will present 
three resolutions embodying the course the 
peers propose to followin modernizing them- 
selves. There is little question that the reso- 
lutions represent the views of the lords. 

The first resolution will affirm the neces- 
sity for a strong and efficient second cham- 
ber for the well being of the state. The sec- 
ond will set forth that such a chamber will 
be best obtainable by the reform and recon- 
stitution of the house of lords. The third 
will declare that a necessary preliminary to 
such reform and reconstruction is the ac- 
ceptance of the principle that the possession 
of a peerage in itself should no longer afford 
the right to sit and vote in the house of lords. 

The navy estimate for 1910, issued by the 
admiralty tonight, provides for an expendi- 
ture of $208,018.500, an increase of $27,303,000 
over the last estimate. The increase is taken 
up almost wholly: by shipbuilding armaments 
outhorized by parlament before dissolution. 

The new program provides for five large 
armored ships, five protected cruisers, twenty 
destroyers and a considerable number of sub- 
marines. 

By April 1 there will be under construction 
seven battleships, three armored, nine pro- 
tected and two unarmored cruisers, 87 des. 
troyers and nine submarines. 

The government’s program for construc- 
tion is larger than ever put forward before. 
It may be assumed that the five armored 
ships will be of the Dreadnought type. 


DUBLIN TO HONOR ROOSEVELT. 


Lord Mayor Receives Letter Suggesting 
Visitor Be Given the Freedom 
of the City. 


DUBLIN, March 9.—The lord mayor of 
Dublin has received a public letter suggest- 
ing that Dublin grant to Theodore Rooge- 
velt the freedom of the city, as, the letter 
goes on to say, he has done more for the 
Irish people and the Catholics in America 
than all his predecessors put together.“

Was it not to be ex- 
pected that a young man who could 
try the great game of real political 
leadership would at least make a brave 
trial of it? Was it not to be expected | 
that the examples of Lincoln, of Roose- 
velt, of Hughes, of many a man whose 
name has gone down or will go down in 
the history of the nation shining, would 
have presided over his youthful dreams 
of power rather than the examples of 
Matthew Quay or Thomas O, Platt? 

It may seem that we are taking young 
Mr. Dewey somewhat too seriously. In it- 
self his case is not important outside of 
the little acre or two of which he aspires 
to be master.

Not only does he own extensive estates in 
Ireland, where he makes his home, at Knockdrin castle, 
in County Westmeath, but he has realized’ within the 
last two months nearly &@ million dollarg by the sale 
of Bunny hall, near Nottingham, bequeathed to him 
just before Christmas by Mrs. Wilkinson Smith, widow 
of a lace manufacturer of Nottingham. 
Sir Richard was in no way related to Mrs. Wilkinson 
Smith—indeed he scarcely knew her—and owed his in- 


stances, Strictly speaking, it should have gone to Sir 
Horace Ri the former British ambassador at 
Vienna; who has been so prolific with his pen and so 
delightfully indiscreet in his reminiscences since his re- 
tirement from the diplomatic service. Originally it be- 
longed to Sir Horace’s uncle, the last Lord Rancliffe, 
who had been a lord in waiting and a boon companion 
of his godfather, the regent, afterward George IV., an 
associate of Byron and a member of that wild crew 
that scared England with its license and charmed it 
with its wit and its song. Sir Horace, according to 
his own account, would have inherited Bunny hall from 


in 1849 by laming the eccentric old peers favorite 
hunter.

Lord Rancliffe left it instead to a woman friend who 
had been.the solace of the eventide of his extremely 
stormy life. Naturally there was no end of a fuss 
among the peer’s nephews and nieces. One alone of 
them, James Levinge, whose mother had been the 
eldest sister of Lord Rancliffe, not only. declined to 
join in the outcry, but even went so far as to express 
his satisfaction that the woman in question should | 
have received the reward to which she was entitled 
by her years of devotion to his uncle. She was grate- 
ful for this, and on her death it was found that while 
she had given a life interest in the Bunny hall estate 
to her niece, the late Mrs, Wilkinson Smith, her will 
provided that it should subsequently go to the heir of 
this James Levinge, of whom Sir Richard is the grand- 
son. 

Sir Richard is popular both in County Westmeath 
and at Dublin, especially among the hunting set, and 
makes his home wholly in Ireland, the Parwick hall 
estate in County Derby, which has been in thc pos- 
session of the family ever since the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, having been sold by his father. Sir Richard 
served for a time in the Highth Hussars, recently re- 
signing his commission, and his mother, now the 
Dowager Lady Levinge, is a sister of the late Sir 
Richard Sutton, who owned the yacht Genesta, which 
raced the Puritan for the America cup in 1886.

In connection with the death of Arthur Fraser Walter, 
chairman of the limited liability company owning the 
London Times—a company in which, however, Lord 
Northcliffe controls the largest single interest—atten- | 
tion should be drawn to the number of occasions on 
which the Walters have declined the offers of peerages 
from crown and government. 

To my own knowledge four offers were made, but 
invariably refused, the Walters holding that the accept- 
ance ef any title would add no dignity to their name, 
would tmpair their independence, and would, above all, 
affect injuriously that species of anonymity with which 
not only the writers but to a great extent the manage- 
ment and ownership of the Times have been enveloped 
since its foundation in 1788—an anonymity which con- 
tributes more than anything else to cause it to be re- 
garded as the vox populi—the voice of the English 
people. It was in pufsuance of this policy that John 
Walter the. second, John Walter the third, and the 
latter’s son, Arthur Fraser Walter, persistently re- 
frained from appearing in the public gaze. 

By the friends of John Macdonald it was known that 
when he accepted the Pigott forgeries of the alleged 
Parnell letters in his capacity as general manager of 
the Times he did so in the face of the opposition of his 
assistant, Arthur Walter, who was, however, overruled 
by his father, John Walter the third. It is wrong, there- 
fore, to ascribe to Arthur Walter any responsibility in 
the matter. 

Arthur Walter is succeeded as chairman of the Times 
Liability company by the elder of his two sons, John 
Walter the fourth, 35 years of age, who had been until 
his father’s death the Times correspondent at Madrid,’ 
after having previously served his apprenticeship as 
assistant of the late De Blowitz and Lavine at Paris 
and having acted as assistant at Berlin and at Vienna. 
He also succeeds to the ownership of Bear Wood, near 
Wokingham, which for a hundred years has been the 
Walter home in Berkshire. He has a son of about 6, 
who, in accordance with family tradition, has been 
christened John, and who will, if all goes well, in course 
of time succeed his father as John Walter the fifth 
in the chairmanship of the Times Liability company.

Prince Basil Dolgorouki, who has just died at Nice, 
was the brother-in-law of Emperor Alexander II., his 
sister, Catherine Dolgorouki, having been morganatically 
married by the liberator czar a few months after the 
death of the empress and a few months prior to his 
assassination. Prince Basil, who for a number of 
years was governor of various Muscovite provinces, had 
been an invalid for the last twelve months, and expired 
at the Riviera villa of his sister, who bears the title 
of Princess Yourievska, bestowed upon her on the octa- 
sion of her marriage by her husband, Alexander II. 

The name of Dolgorouki means “ long hand,” or rather 
“long arm,” and was borne for the first time in the 
twelfth century by George, the eighth son of Viadimir 
Monomac, a descendant of St. Vladimir. The Dolgo- 
roukis were princes before the Romanoffs became czars. 
The first’ Remanoff emperor, Czar Mikhail, married a 
Princess Dolgorouki, and Peter II. died in 1730 on the 
morning of the day appointed for his mariage to an- 
other Princess Dolgoroukl. 

Her brother Ivan was banished to Siberia by Empress 
Anne, who subsequently put. him te the sword, with 
nearly ail the members of his family. Among the most 
celebrated members of the house have been James Dol- 
gorouki, chief of the first embassy ever dispatched by 
Russia o France, and who was one of the principal 
advisers of Peter the Great and distinguished himself 
by the frankness and independence with which he re- 
Sisted the despotic commands of that emperor when- 
ever they did not meet with his views. It is to Prince 
Vasili Dolgorouki, the celebrated general and friend of 
Catherine the Great, that Russia is indebted kor the 
conquest of the Crimea, and Prince Ivan Dolgorouki was 
one of the most famous of all Russia's poets. Prince 
Basil Dolgorouki, who has just dled, was the great- 
grandson of the conqueror of the Crimea. 


OVERDOING THE PUBLIC BANQUET. 

Minister Calhoun has announced that 
there will be no more banquets in his 
honor in the time left between today and 
his departure for San Francisco, prepara- 
tory to his sailing for China. Ou Tues- 
day he ate but one banquet and made two 
speeches, a considerable drop from his 
daily routine during the last month. The 
news report of his doings closed with the 
significant sentence, today he will put 
in the time with his dentist.” 

From the day of his acceptance of the 
China post this citizen of Chicago has 
been subjected to the most inconsiderate 
treatment. As he himself said, be has 
been eating his way to China. At no time 
since he received his instructions from 
Secretary Knox has the poor man had a 
minute to himself.

House — a Probably 
Will Limit Powers of the 
Commeree Court. 


Some Want Interstate Commis- 
sion to Decide Upon Good“ 
or Bad“ a ‘

Washington, D. C., March 9.~[®pecial.)— 
Still further vital amendments to the anti- 
merger section of the railroad bill will be 
made by the house committee. The adinin- 
istration forces are willing to drop the pro- 
vision that the commerce court shall consider 
public benefit in determining whether a mer- | 
ger shall be permitted under the Sherman 
anti-trust act. Now the courts have no 
discretion in determining violations of that 
act. Combinations all fall in the same cate- 
gory, whether they are good or bad. 

In the house committee the proposal hae 
deen assailed on the basis that it attempts 
to confer upon the courts a power which 10 
legislative. It has been declared that to 
give the courts such discretion would be un- 
constitutional, 

By giving in on this point the administre- 
tion hopes to retain for the commerce court 
the power to determine whether the pro- 
posed mergers are permissible, It is hoped 
thus to gain a compromise. That the court 
should have any power, regardless of the 
consideration of public benefit, has been 
criticised, 


Working of Present Proposal. 

Under the bill as it etands the promoters 
ot a merger would make thair bargain and 
report to the commerce court. The court 
would determine whether the proposed mer- 
ger was contrary to the anti-trust law. If 
the court found that the merger was legal it 
would issue a certificate which would bar 
the government from bringing suit for vio- 
lation of the Sherman act. It now is con- 
tended that this would be outside the prov- 
inoe of a court. 

Even the ability of the administration to 
save for the commerce court the power of 
determining whether a merger is permissible 
will have a close rub in committee. 

It was propopsed today that thie determina- 
tion be left to the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The commission is a quasi-legisia- 
tive body and could exercise a broader disere- 
tion than oan be conferred upon any court. 
After the commission had decided it would 
be possible for the government or the rail- 
— 75 to appeal to the commerce court, and 
. to the United States Supreme 
cou 

It aleo has been advocated that, with the 
interstate commerce commission determin- 
ing the validity of mergers, the provision 
Ought to be retained allowing account to be 
taken of public benefit. The commission, it 
was argued, could properly take into ac- 
count the differences between good and bad 
combinations. 


One Hope for Railroads. 

The one bit of cheer for the railroade is 
that no assault has been made upon tho 
Proposition to pass upon the Mergers before 
they are formed. The house committee 
seems to believe that the railroads are én- 
tithed to secure in advance definite informa- 
tion. This ie championed for the sake of 
Giving stability to ‘railroad eecurities and 
of saving well intentioned railroad men from 
the danger of beng sent to jan under the 
1 act.
